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TIMING OF THE DISCLOSURE 

The listed documents are being submitted in compliance with 37 CFR §1 .97(b), 
within three (3) months of the filing date of the application. 

RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document A2 discloses a technique that includes mode switching means for switching 
between a monochrome scanning mode and a color scanning mode, in which the scanning 
resolution in the color scanning mode is set to an integral submultiple of the recording 
resolution. 

Document A3 discloses a technique of setting an image scanning timing in accordance 
with the behavior of a conveying motor, which is stored in a memory without being 
sjmchronized with the stepping motor. 

Document A4 discloses a technique in which an optical axis polarizing prism is 
provided between a 4-line CCD sensor and a reducing lens, such as to move the prism 
between monochrome scanning mode and color scanning mode, thus making it possible to set 
the center of the optical axis at the G sensor of the RGB sensors when color scanning and set 
it at the BW sensor when monochrome scanning. 

Document A5 discloses a scanning position control in which a gray chart is scanned 
by pre-scanning and while scanning, the scanning position is divided into several sub- 
scanning directions within a sheet through a scanning slit, thereby making it possible to carry 
out the main scanning at the position of the best image quality of the several divided 
positions. 

Document A6 discloses a carriage fixed position adjustment method wherein; a 
carriage is moved in a subscanning direction to read the background; the position where the 
white level is optimal is detected; and said position is set for a carriage fixed position in a 
sheet through read mode. 
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English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). English 
language abstracts are provided herewith.
